African American ee bares 
for space shuttle flight 


Or. Bernard A. Harris, Jr., 36, wilt 
make his first flight aboard the U.S. 
Space Shuttle Columbia, on March 14, 
to conduct experiments exploring the 
behavior of humans, living organisms 
and materials. 

The Space Shuttle flight, designed 
STS-55, is scheduled to be launched 
from the Kennedy Space Center (KSC), 
Florida. The mission is planned for nine 
days with a landing at KSC. 

Columbia, the flagship of the Shuttle 
fleet, will make its 14th voyage into Earth 
orbit carrying a crew of seven, including 
two German payload specialists. The 
primary payload is Spacelab D2, named 
for the second Shuttle mission dedicated 
to Germany. Spacelab D1 was flown in 
1985. Spacelab is a self-contained, 
space-based research laboratory car- 
ried inside the Shuttle's 60-foot-long 
cargo bay, 
he: crew will be divided into two 
teams, red, and blue, so that science 


operations can be performed around the 
clock. 

Harris, selected as an astronaut in 
January 1990, was born in Temple, 
Texas, He graduated from Sam Houston 
High School in San Antonio in 1974, 
received a bachelor's degree in biology 
from the University of Houston in 1978 
and received a doctorate of medicine 
from Texas Tech School of Medicine in « 
1982, 


Harris completed a residency in inter- 
nal medicine at the Mayo Clinic on 1985, 
completed a National Research Council 
Fellowship at NASA's Ames Research 
Center in 1987 and trained as a flight 
surgeon at the Aerospace School of 
Medicine at Brooks Air Force Base in 
San Antonio in 1988. 

Harris joined NASA in 1987, serving 
as.a clinical surgeon and flight surgeon 
at the Johnson Space Center until his 
selection as an astronaut.

Gladys Preston, 42, a Columbus 
residant and junior at Franklin 
University, alleges that she and her 
daughters Cynthia, 22, and Natalie 
Preston Clark, 27, were treated 
rudely and harassed by guards and 
officials during a visit to the Ross 
Correctional facility in Chillicothe on 
Saturday, Feb. 6. 


Preston and her daughters were 
visiting the prison to see her son 
Charles, 23, who has been incar- 
cerated for four years and was 
transferred to Ross Correctional in 
December of 1992. According to 
Preston, she and daughter Natalie 
arrived around 8:30 a.m. and told a 
female correctional officer that they 
were there to visit Charles and were 
rudely instructed to take a number.

After filling out paperwork, the 
female officer called Preston and 
her daughter Natalie's number and 
told them that Natalie had to bring 
her birth certificate at the next visit. 
When Preston asked why, the 
female officer snapped back, "Be- 
cause | said so." 

Preston asked the female officer 
if there was a more logical reason 
for Natalie to bring her birth certifi- 
cate and the officer stated that it 
was to establish that she was the 
inmate's sister, When Preston 
asked if she also had to produce a 
birth certificate at the next visit, the 
officer replied, "| guess not.” . 

"They don't like for Black people 
to ask questions," said daughter 
Natalie. “You're damned if you do 
and damned if you don't. Their at- 
titude was very unprofessional.” 

Before entering the visiting area, 
Preston-claims the female officer 
told her she could not take a bottle 
of nitrostat tablets (heart medica- 
tion) into the visiting area. Preston 
explained that at the other institu- 
tions she visited her son at, she 
gave the pills to a guard, who gave 
her one to take if she needed it. 

Preston explained to the guard 
that she suffers from coronary heart 
disease and had to undergo open 
heart surgery just two and a halt 
years ago. The female officer told 
her she had to take the pills back to 
her car anyway. 

Preston and her daughter were 
scanned with a metal detector by a 
guard before entering the visiting 
area. According to Preston, the 
scanner went off on her belt buckle 
and the guard ordered Preston to 
pull hef top up. When Preston ex- 
plained that she had a scar from her 
neck to her navel from open heart 
Surgery and was reluctant to pull

After she and’ daughter Natalie 
were escorted out, Preston says 
she used the phone at a neighbor- 
ing prison to call.a captain at Ross 
and asked him to question the other

Preston says ap- 
proximately six to seven guards 
took turns walking back and forth to 
the vending machine she and 
daughter Natalie were seated next 
to, She says the guards watched 
them, violated the building's no-+ 
smoking rule by smoking cigarettes 
and laughed at them. 

When Preston inquired what 
was taking so long for her son Char- 
les to arrive, she was told that his 
whereabouts had to be located. 

“If he's in prison,” said Natalie, 
“he shouldn't be lost. When he final- 
ly came out, he said they had only 
called him 10 minutes ago." 

After visiting with son Charles for 
about an hour, Preston says the

Officers’ and supervisors 
turned in reports stating that Pres- 
ton was loud and abusive, allegedly 
calling one sergeant a "short Black 
bastard" and telling him he would 
be “taken care of" if he ever walked 
the streets of Columbus. 

Preston was sent a letter dated 
Feb. 10 that her visitation rights had 
been suspended indefinitely for 
showing “disrespectful and abusive 
behavior toward institutional staff." 
Preston was informed by Warden 
Ron Edwards on Friday, Feb. 19 
that the suspension will last 60 
days, effective from Feb. 6.

other testimony, it was revealed 
that Mrs. Knight and Al Simmons, 
her co-worker at Columbus State 
Community College, met at the 
Kroger store and sat in his van 
watching television the same night 
she was murdered.

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Protecting a bad plan 


Ws the U.S. Supreme Court upheld an Ohio 
reapportionment plan, drawn by state 
Republicans, frorn a Democratic charge that 
the plan had violated the federal Voting Rights Act, the 
By oe was predictable, 

emocrats were disappointed, asserting that the 
decision, coming from a court on which eight of the nine 
members had been picked by Republican presidents, 
was not surprising; Republicans, on the other hand, 
said that a virtuous Supreme Court had-protected the 
state against Democratic mischief 

But the high court's decision, which overturned the 
previous ruling of a federal three-judge pane! that the 
plan had violated the Voting Rights Act and the 15th 
amendment to the Constitution, was neither all the 
Democrats had feared nor all the Republicans had 
SQught, It was, sadly, a decision which protected a 
questionable plan, and which raised its own question 
about the court's judicial agenda and ideology. 

The key issue on which the Democrats had hung 
their case was the publicly-stated assertion of the 
Republicans’ chief mapmaker, James Tiling, that the 
Voting Rights Act demanded the creation of districts in 
which a majority of the residents were minority, and the 
Crafting of the plan to. accomplish that end. What the 
Republicans did in carrying out that plan, the 
Democrats charged, was to "pack" Black voters in 
districts where they would create comfortable super- 
majorities, while diminishing their influence in other 
districts 

In cities where electoral politics has been polarized, 


acted consistently with the Ohio Constitution, which 
requires, as much as possible, that district lines remain 
consistent from reapportionment to reapportionment 

When the three-judge federal district pane! over- 
turned Ohio's plan, they acted in a way that appeared 
to be consistent with the historic direction of the 
Supreme Court, They found that the Voting Rights Act 
did not mandate the creation of majority-minority dis- 
tricts; that the Republicans should have looked at the 
“totality of circumstances" to determine whether in fact 
there was a need to create such districts; and that the 
Republicans’ action to take race into account not only 
violated the Voting Rights Act but the 15th amendment 
to the Constitution. 

It was reasoning - reasoning that the Supreme 
Court had used in other cases -- that the Supreme 
Court rejected. 

"We disagree" withthe three-judge, panel's ruling 
that the Voting Rights Act “prohibits the creation of 
majority-minority districts unless such districts are 
necessary to remedy a statutory violation," Justice 
Sandra Day O'Connor, writing for the court, said. "(The 
Voting Rights Act) contains no per se prohibitions 
against particular types of districts; it says nothing 
about majority-minority districts, districts dominated by 
certain political parties, or even districts based entirely 
On partisan political concerns.” ¥ 

The Supreme Court asserted that the state had the 
right to consider racial balancing in.its drawing of state 
district lines, and noted that the Democrats in pressing 
the case did not allege a violation of the Equal Protec- 
tion -Clauseof 


~7t7S possible that this approach makes some sense. In 


cities where the political environment is not so 
polarized, this could be racially divisive. But the 
Republicans, the Democrats charged, took the same 
_approach, willy-nilly, in maximizing Black voting 
strength into only a handful of districts. 

in Columbus, for example, there were three districts 
in which Blacks represented more than 25 percent of 
the voters. The GOP plan collapsed most of the Black 
voters into two of those districts into one district, while 
at the same time creating a predominately-white (and 
heavily Republican) district by stringing together three 
separate suburbs. The reason? According to the 
Republicans, merely to protect Black voters 

However, if the Republicans had wished to protect 
Black voters, they could have -- using the census data 
they had available -- maintained substantially those 
three districts in much the same form as they were 


~previousty constituted” They could have done inarand 


the Constitution._Yet it appears slightly 
disingenuous for the court to make this argument, since 
it has in the past -- especially in the Croson case -- 
overruled a state's conscious use of race (in Croson, 
in order to create a minority business program) as 


being unconstitutional absent = finding of historic dis= 


crimination P 

The ruling clearly strengthens the hand of states in 
reapportionment. In some jurisdictions, that may well 
be good; it may protect those states seeking to maxi- 
mize Black voting strength from attacks by other inter- 
ests. Gut unless the court extends its reasoning to 
those cases should those cases come, the court's 
decision in Voinovich v. Quilter will likely have little 
long-range benefit for Black Americans. And in the 


short term, it will only serve to protect what had been: 


a disappointing reapportionment plan. 


At the intersection of race and 
politics, there is a thing called ap- 
portionment. 

And the U.S. Supreme Court has 
now demonstrated how muddled 
and murky that intersection is. 

When the Supreme Court over- 
ruled a three-judge federal district 
court panel's decision that Ohio's 
apportionment plan drawing up 
state legislative boundaries had violated the federal 
Voting Rights Act and the U.S. Constitution, it gave a 
big victory to Ohio's Republicans, who had shaped the 
-plan, ; 

It also, according to Columbus attorney Percy 
Squire,may have made many civil rights groups, espe- 
cially in the South, much more comfortable. 

“A lot of civil rights groups were very afraid when 
Democrats up here were saying there's norequirement 
in the Voting Rights Act to create majority Black dis- 
tricts," Squire asserted

Wrong on Haiti

reevaluate their systems. 
~ For eight years prior to Red 
Cross, ‘Polk directed the Armed 
Forces' blood program, the crown- 
ing jewel of a stellar military career. 
His mission at the Department of 
Defense was to develop and imple- 
ment a system to get blood quickly 
from the United States to any bat- 
tlefield in the world. 

On ar 7, 1990, practice made 
perfect. Polk put his. system into 
action during Operation Desert 
Storm, sending more than 100,000 
pints of blood to Saudi Arabia. 

Polk, born in New Orleans and 
raised in Lake Charles, La., feeis 
blood bankers have come a long 
way since his boyhood days of 
seeing blood labeled by race, but 
he would like to see more Blacks 
involved in the industry. 

"The biggest problem is that the 
American blood industry does not 
know how to recruit Blacks and 
other minorities. Our efforts are 
geared toward middle-class 
whites,” said Polk. "We don’t have 
enough African-Americans as 
recruiters or in executive positions." 

Added Polk, "Maybe if people 
read this article and see that a Black 
is part of the executive team, they 
Will begin to listen to what the Red 
Cross has to say when they ask for 
blood. Blacks, like everyone else, 
need to feel a connection.”

Heart function in older women

Older women's heart function-- 
or pumping capacity--does not im- 
prove like that of older men after 
exercise training, according to in- 
vestigators at the Washington 
University School of Medicine in St, 
Louis, Mo. 

Researchers studied 20 seden-

70, for one year to learn whether 
their hearts, like those of their male 
counterparts, increase in size in 
response to endurance exercise 
such as walking or jogging. 
Physiological enlargement is one 
way the heart adapts to exercise 
training and improves its pumping 
Capacity, This occurs in older men 
was well as young men.and women. 
Aftey,, one year of 60-minute 
workduts four times a week, the 
women improved their aerobic ex-

“We know from previous studies 
in older men who underwent the 
same kind df training program as 
these women that the heart adapts 
to training by improving its pump- 
ing action, which is a normal 
response," says Robert J. Spina,

tigators. "It came as a complete 
surprise to us when we didn't see 
the same response in the women.”

Spina's study is the first to show 
that older women, in response t 
exercise training, can improve their 
exercise capacity without cardiag 
adaptations. It reveals a physiologe 
cal difference in the way men and 
women improve their cardiovas- 
cular fitness. Results of the study 
appear‘in the January 1993 issue 
of the American Journal of Cardiol

Often as | drive into downtown Columbus 
from the Far East side of town, | am struck by 
the expansiveness of the city's fairly new 
skyline.

t recall when | first visited this town back in 
1977. iIthad an “okay” skyline then. There was 
the State Office Tower and the Bank One 
building. Of course, the LeVeque Tower was 
there and so was the Borden Building, Butthe 
magic of architectural interaction that now 
characterizes the skyline was not present. 

| am impressed, as | suppose | should be, 
by the sight of it all. it is, without question, the 
result of years of planning, hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in intellectual and financial 
capital, hundreds and hundreds of years of 
architectural history, monuments to function 
and ingenuity that we often take for granted. 
It's just supposed to happen that way, we 
think. 

But the next question that pops up into my 
often inquiring mind becomes, what exactly 
goes on inside those monstrosities and how 
do the decisions, the strategies cooked up 
inside them affect the lives of the people not 
only around them, but the lives of people 
around the world? : 

The Columbus banking system, you know, 
is tied diractly into the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem in New York. The insurance policies is- 
sued our of Columbus* risk underwriting 
departments reach people as far away as 
Taiwan, if only because people that are in- 
sured in the States travel there. The clothes 
that are imported into downtown retail estab- 
lishments do not come to us without extraction 
from raw material produced in some part of the 
world, ; 

What the Columbus skyline does not say to 
me is that parts of it can be and are controlled 
by folks like me, On the top floors of that 
skyline; | ask, how many people like me sit at 
the round table at-which the major decisions 
are made about how it all will run? Are there 
token seats that folks like me fill or do the 
opinions_of folks like me really matt 
folks that govern? And finally, would the 
skyline look any different if more folks like me 
had anything to about it? 

The intensity o' my veer in this whole 
issue was peaked further when Donald Day, 
a member of the Franklin County Convention 
Facility Authority, said there were some 
aspects of the construction of the new conven- 
tion center that could not even be considered 
for completion by minority vendors. Those 
vendors just didn't have the construction 
("deconstruction") capabilities to do certain 
jobs, Day said. 


| couldn't argue the point, and besides, | 
wondered if the symmetry and “feel of the 
Greater Columbus Convention Center For 
Community Urban Redevelopment would not 
have been more appealing to the eye had an 
African American used his or her sense of 
thythm and function to design the building. 

(Nevertheless, | recommend that you go 
inside the new convention center the first 
chance you get. Your perspective on the world 
around you will be put to a severe test just by 
going near the building. You might ask "what 
is this world coming to"? But as soon as you 
do, you see things from another angle.) 


The question, though, that Day's comment 
left me with with respect to African American 
businesses was (and is); how big a building 
could folks in our community build if we pooled 
all our skills and just did it? Andthen here is 
another one for you: what is the feasibility of 
a planning, constructing, owning, leasing, 
Operating an African American office park, not 
to segregate ourselves for the purposes of 
insidious discrimination, but to build a strong 
network whose synergy would help create 
more jobs and make the whole African 
American business community stronger. 


if such a park were constructed along the 
1-670 Corridor, that would certainly make 
Steve Cheek happy. Cheek is executive direc- 
tor of the |-670 Development Corporation and 
has been trying to get people to look at the 
development potential of that area for years 
now, Or, would the park be better placed on 
Columbus’ Near East side, the locus of so 
much of our history?

If you can get clear’ in your mind how 
the convention and tourism industry is 
structured downtown, you are likely to 
have a clearer sense of what the industry 
is trying to do to attract new business to 
Columbus.

How do you know ff you are being 
treated fairly by the IRS?
